The 
hearty affection with which he has been received 
by My Indian Subjects of all Classes and Races 
assures Me that they are happy under My Rule, and 
loyal to my Throne. At the time that the direct 
Government of My Jndian Empire was transferred 
to the Crown, no formal addition was made to the 
Style and Titles of the Sovereign. I have deemed 
the present a fitting opportunity for supplying this 
omission, and a Bill upon the subject will be pre- 
sented to you. 

The humane and enlightened policy consistently 
pursued by this Country in putting an end to 
Slavery within her dependencies, and in suppress- 
ing the Slave Trade throughout the world, makes 
it important that the action of British National 
ships in the territorial waters of Foreign States 
should be in harmony with these great principles.

The murder of a high officer of the Straits Set- 
tlements whilst acting as Resident in a neigh- 
bouring Malay State, and the disorders ensuing on 
that outrage, have demanded the interference of My 
troops. I trust that the operations, which have 
been ably and energetically conducted, though 
not without the loss of some valuable lives, have 
restored order, and re-established the just influence 
and authority of this Country.

follows :— 

1, That upon Monday, Tuesday, and Wednes- 
day, the 14th, 15th, and 16th days of February 
1876, I duly held a Court at the Town Hall, in the 
Borough of Horsham, in the County of Sussex, for 
the Trial of, and did try the Parliamentary Elec- 
tion Petition for the Borough of Horsham, between 
John Aldridge, Petitioner, and Robert Henry Hurst, 
Respondent. 

2. The Petition prayed that it might be de- 
termined that the said Robert Henry Hurst was 
not duly elected or returned, and that his Election 
and Return were wholly null and void, and that the 
Petitioner, the said John Aldridge, was duly elected 
and ought to have been returned. ;, 

3. During the Trial of the said Petition, and 
before the conclusion thereof, the Petitioner by 
his Counsel withdrew so much of the prayer of his 
Petition as prayed that it might be determined 
that he was duly elected and ought to have been 
returned, and at the same time the Counsel for 
the sitting Member declined to proceed with the 
recriminatory case of which notice had been given. 

4, At the conclusion of the said Trial I de- 
termined that the said Robert Henry Hurst, being 
the Member whose Election and Return were 
complained of in the said Petition, was not duly 
elected or returned, and that his Election and 
Return were and are wholly void. I also de- 
termined that the said John Aldridge the Peti- 
tioner was not duly elected, and I do hereby 
certify in writing such my determination to you. 

And whereas the Petition contained charges of 
corrupt practices having been committed at the 
said Election, I, in further pursuance of the said 
Act, report as follows :— 

(a.) That no corrupt practice was proved to 
have been committed by or with the 
knowledge 
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knowledge or consent of any Candidate 
at such Election ; 

(b.) That one person, namely, Hammond 
Davis, Solicitor, of Horsham, and one 
of the firm of “ Medwin and Co.,” 


Solicitors of that town, who were the’ 


acknowledged Agents of the said Robert 
Henry Hurst for conducting and manag- 
ing the said Election, was proved at the 
trial of the said Petition to have been 
guilty of corrupt practices, namely, 
bribery. The bribery consisted in 
writing letters in the name of his firm 
of “ Medwin and Co.” to two voters 
residing away from Horsham, in which 
he offered to pay the travelling ex- 
penses of those voters if they would 
come to Horsham and vote for the said 
Robert Henry Hurst;

“the Court of Appeal ”) shall not exceed three at 
any one time. 


In addition to the number of ordinary judges of | 


the Court of Appeal authorised to be appointed

Her Majesty may appoint three additional ordi- 
nary judges of that Court. 

The first three appointments of additional 
judges under this Act shall be made by such 
transfer to the Court of Appeal as is in this sec- 
tion mentioned of three judges of the High Court 
of Justice, and the vacancies so created in the 
High Court of Justice shall not be filled up, 
except in the event and to the extent hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Her Majesty may by writing, under Her sign 
manual, either before or after the commencement 
of this Act, but so as not to take effect until the 
commencement thereof, transfer to the Court of 
Appeal from the following Divisions of the High 
Court of Justice, that is to say, the Queen’s 
Bench Division, the Common Pleas Division, and 
the Exchequer Division, such of the judges of the 
said Divisions, not exceeding three in number, as 
to Her Majesty may seem meet, each of whom 
shall have been a judge of any one or more of such 
Divisions for not less than two years previously to 
his appointment, and shall not be an ez officio judge 
of the Court of Appeal, and every judge so trans- 
ferred shall be deemed an additional ordinary judge 
of the Court of Appeal, in the same manner as if 
he had been appointed such judge by letters patent. 
No judge shall be so transferred without his own 
consent. 

Every additional ordinary judge of the said 
Court of Appeal appointed in pursuance of this 
Act shall be subject to the provisions of sections 
twenty-nine and thirty-seven of ‘‘ The Supreme 
Court of Judicature Act, 1873,” and shall be 
under an obligation to go circuits and to act as 
Commissioner under commissions of assize or other 
commissions authorised to be issued in pursuance 
of the said Act, in the same manner in all respects 
as if he were a Judge of the High Court of Justice. 

There shall be paid to every additional ordinary 
judge appointed in pursuance of this Act, in addi- 
tion to the salary which he would otherwise re-

approved by the Treasury upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Lord Chancellor. 

Each ef the judges of the High Court of Justice 
who is, in pursuance of this Act, transferred to 
the Court of Appeal, by writing under the sign 
manual of Her Majesty, shall retain such officers 
as are attached to his person as such judge, 
and are appointed and removable by him at his 
pleasure, in pursuance of “The Supreme Court 
of Judicature Act, 1873,” and the officers so at- 
tached shall have the same rank, and hold their 
offices by the same tenure, and upon the same 
terms and conditions, and receive the same sala- 
ries, and if entitled to pensions, be entitled to the 
same pensions, and shall as nearly as may be per- 
form the same duties as if the judges to whom they 
are attached had not been transferred to the Court 
of Appeal.

The Lords, authorised by virtue of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Commissions, for declaring Her Royal Assent 
to several Acts agreed upon by both Houses, and 
for proroguing the present Parliament, desire the 
immediate attendance of this Honourable House in 
the House of Peers, to hear the Commissions read.

And afterwards, Her Majesty’s most gracious 
Speech was delivered to both Houses of Parlia- 
ment by the Lord High Chancellor, in pursuance 
of Her Majesty’s Commands, as followeth : 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


I am happy to be able to release you from your 
attendance in Parliament. 

My relations with all Foreign Powers are of a 
friendly character, and I look forward confidently 
to the maintenance of the good understanding 
which now prevails, 

The efforts which, in common with other Powers, 
I have made to bring about a settlement of the 
differences unfortunately existing between the 
Porte and its Christian Subjects in Bosnia and 
Herzegovina have hitherto been unsuccessful, and 
the conflict begun in those Provinces has been 
extended to Servia and Montenegro. Should a 
favourable opportunity present itself, I shall be 
ready, in concert with My Allies, to offer My good 
offices for the purpose of mediation between the 
contending parties; bearing in mind alike the 
duties imposed upon Me by Treaty obligations and 
those which arise from considerations of humanity 
and policy. 

A difference has arisen between My Government 
and that of the United States as to the proper 
construction of that Article of the Treaty of 9th 
August 1842, which relates to the mutual sur- 
render of persons accused of certain offences. ‘The 
inconveniences to both countries which would 
follow on a cessation of the practice of extradition 
are great and obvious, and I entertain the hope 
that a new arrangement may soon be arrived at, 
by which this matter may be placed on a satisfac- 
tory footing. 

I am deeply thankful that My dear Son, the 
Prince of Wales, has returned in good health from 
his lengthened journey through Jndia. His pre- 
sence in that part of My Dominions has given 
occasion for the expression of feelings of loyalty 
and devotion to My Throne which I highly 
value. 

In pursuance of the power conferred upon Me, 
Ihave, by Proclamation, assumed the Title of Em- 
press of India. In making, as regards India, this 
addition to the ancient style of My Crown, I have 
desired to record, on an occasion of peculiar in- 
terest to Me, the earnest solicitude which I feel 
for the happiness of My Indian people. 

I trust that peace and order are re-established 
in the Malay Pesinssha, and that the Rulers of 
the Native States will cheerfully accept the re- 
commendations and assistance of My Officers for 
the better government of their Territories. 

The visit to this Country of the President of the 
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Orange Free State has resulted in a satisfactory 
settlement of the long controversy which has 
existed with reference to the Province of Griqua 
Land, and an important advance has thus been 
made towards that friendly and cordial co-opera- 
tion of neighbouring States which is essential to 
the interests of South Africa. 

The Conference on South African Affairs, with 
regard to which Papers have already been laid 
before you, is now sitting in London, and cannot 
fail to contribute largely to the settlement of 
various important questions. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 


I thank you for the liberal Supplies which you 
have voted for the Public Service. 

The additional outlay required to place My 
Army and Navy upona proper footing of efficiency, 
and the check whi as been given to the ad- 
vance of the revenue by the comparative stagna- 
tion of trade, have compelled Me to propose to you 
an increase of taxation. I desire to acknowledge 
the readiness with which you have responded to 
that appeal, and at the same time to assure you 
that no effort shall be wanting to keep the ex- 
penditure of the Country within the bounds of 
moderation. 

I notice with satisfaction the increasing atten- 
tion paid by you to the question of Local Finance, 
and your greater watchfulness over the cost of ser- 
vices which are every year becoming more im- 
portant, and the consideration of which ought not 
to be dissevered from that of Imperial expendi 
ture. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


The Act which you have passed for the amend- 
ment of the Laws relating to Merchant Shipping 
will, I trust, promote the safety of our ships an 
seamen, without imposing unnecessary restrictions 
upon the conduct of a service in the prosperity of 
which our national interests are in so many ways 
involved. 

The measure for making further provision re- 
specting the Elementary Education of the Country 
is one of great importance, and will complete the 
work on which successive Parliaments have for 
many years been engaged, by securing a due at- 
tendance at School of the Children for whose benefit 
the means and the machinery of Education have 
been so largely supplied. 

I have readily given My Assent to a Bill for 
facilitating the Regulation and Improvement of 
Commons, and for making such Amendments in 
the Inclosure Acts as will, I hope, tend to the 
Preservation of Open Spaces in the neighbourhood 
of large Towns, and to the increase of the health 
and comfort of My People. 

The serious evils arising from the Pollution of 
Rivers have long been the subject of public com- 
plaint, and I rejoice that you have passed a Mea- 
sure which, by checking those evils, will improve 
the Sanitary condition of the Country. 

I have observed with much satisfaction the ar- 
rangements which you have mae for maintain- 
ing and increasing the efficiency of the Tribunal 
of Ultimate Appeal for the United Kingdom, by 
which, at the same time, the Judicial Committee 
of My Privy Council and My Intermediate Court 
of Appeal will be improved and strengthened. 

I anticipate the best results from the Act which 
you have passed providing safeguards against pain- 
ful experiments upon Living Animals. 

I regret that pressure of other business has pre- 
vented the completion of your labours upon several 
measures of much importance. Among these I 


specially notice the Bills relating to the Univer- 
sities of Ozford and Cambridge, to the Adminis- 
tration of Prisons, and — Law affecting Mari- 
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time Contracts. I trust, however, that the attention 
which you have given to these questions in the past 
Session may facilitate their settlement in the 
next. 

In bidding you farewell, I pray that the bless- 
ing of Providence may rest on your recent labours, 
and accompany you in the discharge of all your 
duties.
